EDITOB GAZETTE:—Am now located 


in my Buckeye home, in that section 
of Ohio which was once known as the 
Black Swamp. The soil is of the black, 
mucky loam, very deep and fertile 
and underlaid with limestone. This is 
the largest oil producing district in 
the state, with sufficient natural gas to 
make this a manufacturing town of 
some importance. The city has a pop 
nlation of 17,000 and is four miles wide 
by six long. It has a large number of 
manufacturing 
industries, some of 


which are of great Importance 'to the 
city and surrounding country. Ita rail- 
road facilities are good, as five lines 
enter the town and two electric lines 
make connection with Toledo, Cleve- 
land and other principal to *ns east to 
Pittsburg, Pa. 


Twenty-three churches, all of which 


are good and most of them beautiful 
structures, indicate the progressive- 
ness of the people. The Methodist and 
Presbyterian are built of atone and 
cost JGS.OOO and 375,000 
These struct- 


ures will stand as living monuments 
to the men who reared them and will 
be the bright chapter in the history of 
their lives long after they shall hava 
ceased to worship within their walls. 


A fine school system prevails, with 


nine months' term each year. Upon 
my arrival here with my family I wa« 
a little reluctant in sending tham to 
school, fearing that they were far in 
tbe rear and that tbis would have a 
tendency to dishearten them; but such 
was not the case. They were all ad- 
vanced one grade higher than tbey oc- 
cupied in our eastern school and their 
monthly report shows an average from 
90 to 96 per e:mt.

MERCERSBURG'S PRESIDENT. 


Brief Sketch ol the Life of William Maun 


Irvine, Ph. I>, 


List week's issue of the Reformed 


Church Mesienger contained the follow- 
ing sketch of the life of William Mann 
Irvine, Ph. D., whohudone such, excel- 
lent work as president of Mercersburg 
college, Mereersburg: 


William Mann Irvine is a native of Bed- 


lord, Fa., and a grandson of Matthew 
Irvine, one of the pioneer ministers of the 
Reformed church in that region. At the 
age of fifteen he went to Phillips academy, 
at Exeter, Mass., where he took a three 
years' coarse of preparatory study. He 
made the best of his opportunities and 
graduated fourth in a class of seventy-flye. 
In 1881 he entered Princeton, one of six- 
teen, in a class of one hundred and forty, 
who entered without conditions. H>re he 
made a brilliant record and won the friend- 
ship of his fellow-students and the personal 
regard of the president and professors. He 
received a number of prizes in literary and 
oratorical contests and was a member of 
Whig Hall, one of the oldest literary socie- 
ties in the United States. During his fresh 
man year he was elected to the editorial 
staff of the Princetonictn and during his 
senior year was managing editor. He sang 
in the Princeton Glee club and was one of 
the star players on the University football 
team. 
Toward the close of his college 


course he assisted Rev. Willard Parsons, 
who originated tbe Fresh Air Fund of the 
New York Tribune. He graduated with 
honors in the class of '88 and received a 
five hundred dollar fellowship iu social 
science. In 1889 he entered the Theological 
seminary at Lancaster. While a student 
there, and during the year after his gradu- 
ation, he was an instructor io English, po- 
litical economy and gymnastics in Fran'i- 
lin ani Marshall college and created an in- 
terest hi athletics sufficient to secure the 
erection of a gymnasium, and to win f >r 
the college a wide reputation on the field 
of college sports. Before this, however, he 
received from his alma mater the title of 
Doctor of Philosophy, having completed 
the special course in social science. During 
the eleven years of his student life he earu- 
ed a large portion of the six thousand dol- 
lars of his expenses, much of these earnings 
being in the form of prizes. During six 
Bummer vacations he was on the staff of 
the New York Tribune and for three years 
was the Princeton staff of that paper. 


Even during his student days Dr. Irvine 


won a reputation for ability to teach boys 
and upon finishing his school days, although 
well qualified for work in journalism or in 
the ministry, he selected teaching as his 
life work. During his fellowship year and 
whilst at Lancaster he refused a dozen 
offers to teach, but though several of there 
were very inviting, in 1893 he accepted 
the presidency of Mercersburg academy, 
where he saw a field full of glorious prom, 
ise. 


Dr. Irvine on all occasions acknowledges 


the great aid he has received from the sup- 
port of his board of regents, the members 
of which have nobly supported him and the 
faithful work of his teachers, but these in 
turn gladly »ay that the present prosperity 
of Meroersburg academy and its great 
promise for the future is due to the great 
ability of the president as a leader and or. 
ganizer and to his power to train and to 
inspire young men with his own high ideals.

They then fixed a day with him and 


came to the place where he was stay 
ing in even larger numbers, when Pau 
proceeded to lay the subject before 
them. He bore his testimony to the 
Kingdom of God and persuaded them 
concerning Jesus, by arguments drawn 
from the law of Moses and from the 
prophets—from morning till evening 
Some believed what he said; others 
however, rejected it.

We are taught to believe tha 
each man carves on*, the course of his 
existence, and again, we are tangh 
that each man's existence is carved ou 
for him, and there is no more possibil 
ity of avoiding that which the Creator 
has sent us to do than there is of turn 
inp the planets aside from their course 
and our dream of this beautiful world's 
destiny shall end in everlasting night 


Let us ask ourselves, "Vv hy is it tha 


at this particular time revolution and 
rebellion startle our dreams with th 
blooi--ed flsg and shake this republii 
from turret to foundation stone.

to drive him to labor early and late to 
supply his own wants, which are con 
stantly ringing in his ears. The labor 
er drives his plow through the furrow 
the result of his labor is a splendid 
crop of wheat, which will supply him 
with clothes to cover him, and the 
shoes upon his feet. The conditions o 
his health will demand another class 
of labor, with its years of study o 
most vital consequence to living men 
Before me stands the plow of which 
I spoke only a few moments ago. The 
man who made the plow could no more 
guide it through the glebe than the 
man who drives it could make the 
plow, and it is these facts standing to 
gether that are stirring up rebellion 
among the laboring classes, which, 
unfortunately, when the battle is over, 
will be called upon to pay the bills. 


In New York city one improvement 


looking to tbe future will cost fifty 
millions of dollars. What is the im- 
provement that causes such tremen- 
dous outlay? It is a subway under the 
city which shall relieve it of a portion 
of the tremendous travel with which 
it teems night and day. Look at it in 
the present hour while I write; it ap- 
pears like a pile of hopeless ruin. Not 
Thebes, nor Nineveh, nor Babylon, in 
their destruction, ever saw such a pile 
of ruin. What is the cause of thi 
parent destruction? It is because labor 
demands more money and less hours, 
which the contractors say they cannot 
give, and so the subway stands in idle- 
ness till the parties affected shall find 
some plan on which they can both 
agree. But no matter how it is finally 
,allied, it has increased the city's loss 
beyond computation. But I have only 
been speaking so far of a single work. 
There are bridges being built over the 
Eist river that will cost many millions 
before they are finished. There are 
tunnels to be driven under the river 
that shall not be affected by the sum- 
mer heat or the winter snow, but will 
contribute so much to the city's con- 
venience and comfort that those who 
are called upon to bear the burden will 
assume it with cheerfulness and hope. 


Again we are called upon to meet 


with steam regulations and laws and 
the influx of foreign immigration 
which absolutely affects the whole 
vital field of labor. 
When, in a single 


day, was landed upon our shores near- 
ly two thousand oi the immigrants of 
Europe, and thesa not of the most de 
sirable class, in one sense it is against 
the principle on which this govern- 
ment was founded. 
The idea of its 


founders was to welcome the waifs 
and strays of other countries. We had 
millions of acres of land that only 


2eded the work of the husbindman 
o make those acres a blessing instead 
of a curse. But things have altered. 
Times have altered. Oar pablic lands 
have bjen taken up not only by indi 
viduals, but by giant railroad corpora- 
tions, and now instead of getting from 
a generous government lands at 25 
cants an acre, these great corporations 
demanded for the lands not 35 ceats 
an acre, hut ten times 25 cents, and 
sometimes even more than that. What 
has been the general result? Great 
cities, towns and villages hive sprung 
up all along these railroad lines, and 
now our government has little more to 


ive and we are called upon to put up 
he bars at the gate, where immigra- 
,ion enters the United States, and sin- 


gularly enough, the individuals who 
are loudest in their demands to keep 
the immigrants oat only a few yean 
ago were immigrants themselves. Ter 
rence Powderly, who now sits at tbe 
gate of immigration and says to immi 
gration who shall enter and who shal 
be turned back, was himself an immi 
grant. 
He had not been here very 


long when he organized the Knight 
ofLibor aad regulated strikes from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. He wa 
then offered a comfortable position b; 
the government, which he holds today 
The wretched material to which we 
are giving, free of all cost, the free 
man's ballot, which we have paid fo 
with so much blood and gold—the in 
estimable treasure which we deny to 
the intelligent woman of the Unitec 
States, yet present as a thing of no 
value to the ignorant slaves of foreig 
lands. 


Memorial Diy broke on us like a 


benediction, and this holy tribute to 
our soldier and sailor dead has had 
rmre jp'endid recognition since the 
close of the great rebellion. Then we 
had Grant and Sherman and glorioui 
Phil Sheridan with us, and a gallan 
host of patriots who gave up thei: 
lives that, in the language of one o 
Liberty's grandest and holiest apostle 
on the sacrificial field of Gettysburg 
" the government of the people, for th 
people and by the people should not per 
iah from the earth." There were severe 
parades in the Greater New York, fo 
our city has grown to such magnifi 
cent proportions that a dozen proces 
sions might be held within its limit 
and not one of them would suspect th 
existence of the other. General Chad 
tee, the Commander of the East, wa 
the grand marshal of the day, and a 
he led those battle-scarred heroes 
mounted on a magnificent horse, hi 
face bronzed with the hot blasts tha 
sweep down the Pacific ocean from th 
equator and lose their torrid breat! 
among the snows and the ice of th 
northern pole, as he sat on his bteec 
like a Cen'.aur when the horse and th 
rider were one, he filled the soul's idea 
of a hero. "A soldier fit to stand b 
CiEiar and give direction. " 


As the sad but proud procession 


marched along I missed many of thos 
grand old comrades, who could be see] 
at 
every 
patriotic 
celebratioi 


since the close of the great rebel 
lion. Commander Edward Hooker, o 
the United States navy, was one of th 
kindest and bravest men I ever knew 
He was generous to a fault, his purs 
and his hand were never closed agains 
tbe appeal of an old comrade in dis 
tress, and it was his proudest boas 
that no friend or foe ever saw hi 
back in peace or war. A few mor 
Memorial Days and the grand old face 
that were found in the front ranks o 
the battle, challenging death that th 
republic might live, will be seen no 
more. Nor shall they weave an im 
mortal chaplet of bays to the memor 
of their old-time comrades of Memoria 
Day. " Then other hands than min 
shall wreathe the laurel round thy brow 
and men shall learn to speak of thi 
as one of earth's proud spirits born 
and of such majaity of soul as knew 
no color, race or clime, hut which hat! 
spurned the base control of tyrants fo: 
all time. "

Will con 
version to Christianity teach a ma 
political economy? Will it teach him 
to run an engine? Will it teach him 
to pilot a steamer? It requires though 
to exercise intelligently the rights o 
citizanship.

Another preacher referred in his re 


marks to the parable of the man who 
having been relieved of one devil, wa 
possessed of seven other devils 
The 


application he mide of the parable 
was this: The workingmen, miny o 
them, get a beggarly wage. That he 
conceded. He affirmed that they ough 
to get more. Indeed he went so far a 
to assert that it was the duty of the 
preacher to see that they got more 
'But," said he, "suppose we should 
ncrease their pay, what then? There 
would be just that much more thi 
hey would have to squander on 
.he saloon and theater. If we die 
nothing more than to increase their 
wages we wouldmake them seven times 
more devilish. 
Let us preachers de 


mand more pay for the workingmen 
but let us also demand that we have 
some control over their wages; let us 


,ve it and invest it for them, for we 


mow better than they how to take 
ore of it." 


The»e preachers look upon them- 
elves as the shepherds of their flock, 
until they get to thinking of the people 
as sheep. They are long on benevo- 
ence and short on liberty. They never 
,oubt their fitness to manage the af- 
airs of others. They would be foster- 
athers rather than brothers to the 
multitude. 


The preacher who thus delivered 


himself was one of the leading clergy- 
men of the city. If the tochers are 
apable of such childish utterances 
fhat can be expected of their pupils? 
if the light that is in thee be dark- 
ess how great is that darkness I" If 
he men from whom light is supposed 
bo come are so hopelessly ignorant 
vhat chance is there for the illumina- 
lon of the mass? 
Still another preacher deprecated the 
gitation of these questions since there 
vas danger of the poor becoming dis- 
on tented. When Hagarfled from her 
ealous and cruel mistress and took 
ef age in the desert it is said that she 
>»s visited by the. angel of the Lord. 
And the angel of the Lord said unto 
er, return to thy mistress and submit 
hyself under her hands." That was a 
ogus angel. To the workingmen who 
re trying to escape from a condition 
f virtual slavery this preacher, like 
mt false angel, would say, "Return 
o your masters and submit yourselves 
nder their hands." 
Too long that has been tbe cowardly 
dvice of the clergy. And still the 
reB.eh.ers wonder why workingmea
